burg, W. Va.. and Steubenville, Ohio 
The agreement stipulated the elec­ 
tion should be held “in the second 
week of December.” Acting In a rou­ 
tine fashion to set the date and es­ 
tablish regulations for the election, 
the labor board found that a group 
of workers, hastily named at a com­ 
pany-sponsored election last June, 
claimed to be “tryly representative” 
of the w’orkers of the plants and 
challenged the right of the board to 
conduct the proposed election this 
week. 
The alleged company union offi­ 
cials came to Washington In a body 
and demanded the right to conduct 
an election yesterday after their 
own fashion. 
They said “by-laws” 
of their union forbade use of a bal­ 
lot on which voters could make their 
choice secretly by making a check 
mark.

There are two 
appraisers, one for the county and 
one for the city. Formerly the regis­ 
ter and recorder appointed apprais­ 
ers for each estate, but now the two 
appraisers appointed by the state 
do all the work. W hen applications 
are made for letters an estim ate of 


is sent to the departm ent of revenue. 
The register and, recorder collects 
three cents compensation on letters 
testam entary or letters of adm inis­ 
tration, and one and one-half cents 
for recording deeds, mortgages and 
other instrum ents. The state gets 
48'ii cents on deeds, mortgages and 
ect., and 97 cents on letters testa­ 
m entary or letters of adm inistration. 
The balance of the fee goes to the 
county. 
In the m atter of the register and 
recorder’s compensation on estates, 
the register gets a commission of 5 
per cent of the am ount of the trans­ 
fer tax up to $50,000; three per cent 
on the next $50,000; one per cent on 
the next $100,000, one-half per cent 
on the next $100,000, and one-fourth 
from th a t up to a million dollars.
